By this time, the King and all his Powers were in a readineſs 
to depart , and taking their way. from Orleans towards Rome, 
they went th2ough a mighty-Fozreſfzand being entred , the King 
called his Loꝛds and Barons together, and ſaid thus unto them.

Every way they begirt the UWod,fome one way, ſome ano⸗ 
ther: theKinghim(clf ventured ſo far, that he came. befoze a 
Cave, dark and cbſcure,whereas this Wild-man uſed to hide him⸗ 
{cif. Orſon perceiving the King,ruſhed out upon him, caught him 
within his nails (the which were long and croked) and in rough 
and ra venous manner, caſt him on the ground, The King thus 
ud⸗ 
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ſuddenly ſurp2ized by a ſavage man, never lokt fo2 life, but in a 
it c0us manner tryed out foz help uh was fee: nded by a valtant, 
night at Arms, which eſpping the King to be almoſt ſtrangled, 
ſuddenly d2ew his ſwoꝛd to have run the Wild-man tough. Or- 
ſon perceiving the glittering [woꝛd, left the King and ran futi- 
ouſly upon the R , twk him in his arms, that he overthꝛew 
him Hozle and all. The Þozle ſoze afirighted, got up again, and 
in a mad fit ran up and down- the Fozreft , but as ſoꝛ che River 
(though a Knight at Arms) Orſon hed Him fo kaſt with his fangs 
and talons, that at leſt he pulled him in pieces. In the mean ſpace 


the King eſcaped , and merting part ok his conqpany , related to 
them the great danger he had £ * the fearful death of the 


Knight. Theſe tydings much-anlazed. the reſt. of the rompanp: 
pet being manfully reſolved,they jopmed themſelves together, and 
marchcd towards the cave to met with Orſon, and either to take 
him alive oꝛ to put him to death in the Cave. But being come thi⸗ 
ther, they found the Knight dead x to2n in pieces, but Orſon they 
could not find ( fo2 the Gods had reſerved him to be conquered on- 
ly by his Bꝛother Valentine : ) of whoſe pꝛoctedings you ſhall hear 
mo2e hereafter. 8 

So the King perceiving their labour loſt, gave over the chaſe, 
and ſet fozward towards Rowe.

tad ſurp2ized the City; and put multitudes to the lwoꝛd, and had 
fpoiled and defaced all the Churches and made them, Temples fic. 
fo2 their. heatheniſh Idols, and he conſtrained the Pope, with his 
Cardinals, Arch-Biſhops Biſhops, Pꝛioꝛs, Monks, Friers,and all 
the Eccleſiaſtical perſons foz to ſcrve. at their Altars, 
and to ſacrifice-to their Devils after the cuſtoms of the Heathens.. 
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Ww en King Pepin underftod hereof he was mary incaged, fs 
hear _— the Christians were thus captivated by Heathens : 
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having alembled all his fo:ces , he began to dꝛaw them into di- 
2 Squadꝛons, meaning thereby to gide them a ſuddain afaule, 
his fury was ſo great againft theſe Sarazens, that 
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Llarey at large, whenfit ovefifion ſerveth our purpoſe, 
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How King Pepin beſieged Rowe, and how Valentine jufted with the 

Admiral of the Sarazers , and ſlew him, whereby the City 

| was relieved , and won again from the Sarazer-. 

K ng Pepin being thus come to Rome, beſleged it, and after 
me few days ſpent, he called about him his Barons, 
Knights , and mighty men of Mar, and began to ſpeak unts 
ther in this manner: By Toꝛds and followers, pou well know 
that this Þeathenifh Aomtral, Enemy to ths Chriffian Faith, 
and Church of Rome, hath put many Chziſtians to the Swan,

: rimond+; and told him 2 — to heat Arms a⸗ 
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dy che command vf K. Lucar,; and K, Braadifer, but if you will be 
fvtedby me; Pwflf fend che Pa gans hot home. Quoth Orſon, dos 
4s thou haſt ſaid, and win immortal praiſe 40 thy poſterity: Sir, 
ſaid Pacoler , I am bound in all duty to your Brother Valentine, 
but the ſervice that Tſhall now undertske will highly pleaſe you: 
Firſt , - ſtand you ſtill upon your guard, and in the night put all 
your men in readineſs, and for that /alentine ſhall not be ſuſpected 
to be in the plot, he ſhall continue in his Tent , whilſt I caſt a. 
ſtrong ſleep on all the Sarazens ; and then may you come upon 
them and [lay every man. It is good, ſaid Orſon, ſo Orſon led him 
to Bing Pepin to make him accquxinted withthe enterpꝛize, and 
Pacolet was royally entertaincd fo2 that time.

The mo2-- 
row after, Bruhans iſſued out of Angory, & ſet upen Pepins Yoag,, 
ho kacw not what had hapned. The battel grew both flert e and 
long: At last, che Admiral couched his. Spear, & running againſt a 
knight of Bay, ſtruck him ſtark dead, t after that, with his Sword 
he flew Gyrald of Paris: then came he againſt Robert of Nor- 
mandy,tlopt off his Leg.

N City being taken by the Ch2iftians , Valentine finding 
the body of Murgalant in the field,cauſcd it to be put up, and 
covered with black. After certain days ſail, they arrived where 
Lucar and Brandiffer were, and in mourning manner bꝛought 
it befoze the two Kings, as they ſat pla ping at Cheſs, Aſſon as

me, for L am Alabomet, and am come to ſet thee free. Then go thou 
to my Pallace, and bear along with thee Brandiffer, who ſhall nor 
know, whither he goeth. Alas {ſaid the Indian to Pacolet) taking 
him foz Mahomer) it ſhould ſeem-I have deſerved well at thy 
hands,when thou tookeſt ſo much pains to come down and deliver 
me from death and my enemies:King(faid Pacolet)truſt in me, be- 
lieve the counſel of thy Wife. Here with Pacolet led him towards 
Brandiffer, cauſing all the watch to fall into a dead leep,and ſo en⸗ 
chanted him, that he aroſe, made him ready, and went along with 
the Indian & ing into his Pallace. 
The Indian being thus ſet fre, ga ve thanks to Mahomet fo his 
deliverp; then Pacolet bꝛought him a hoꝛſe, made him mount him, 
and ſet Brandiffer behind him, ſent him packing fo?

Then Haufray, ſaid to Henry, Brother, you underſtand the King 
our Father well, do you not?

Igo cloathed, yet know that I am Pepin King of France, and diſ- 
aſtrous chance I am fallen into this ſervitude. As for Valentine, 
know that he.undertaketh:danpgerous adventures, and continueth 
{till without taking any reſt : NowI haye knowledge of you., if 
between us we can make thoſe tydings known unto him, with great 
joy you may embrace eachether. At;theſe woꝛds Lady ſwounded, 
but Pepin ſteing her recovered, left her, and came unto the King 
being at ſupper. So here we reſt to talk any moze of this matter; 
and return to ſay ſomewhat of Brandiffer and Lucar, who are buſi⸗ 
d in leading the twelve Peers of France to Pꝛiſon. 

Brandiffer having the twelve Peers in pꝛiſen, and with them 
Haufray and Henry, the onely wozkers of the Treaſon,came unto 
his Caſtle, whore he-told allthe whole enterpꝛize to his daughter, 
how the twelve Peers fell into his hand. Having finiſhed his tale, 
he conveyed them into a Dungeon, whereas the Emperez, tho 
G2en Kpight,and Haufray lay. 

Henry was much troubled, that he durſt not diſcover his mind 
to Brandiffęr: fo; he was the firſt that was let into the Dungeon, 
after him Myllon Daugler , who by chance fell upon Hautray, ,

up, and after made uſe of them.Here would Valentine have King 


Lucar put to death, but being better adviſed , he was ſafely kept 
in p2ziſon,fv2 if ſs be that any woꝛthy perſonage ſhould be taken by 
the Pagans, then the body of Lucar ſhould ſerve fo2 ranſome of the 


other.

Pepin, 02 the Emperoꝛ, oꝛ Orſon, oꝛ any ether ofthe twelve Peers 
of France: the mefſenger departed on his way withtheſe conditi⸗ 


ons, and coming to the Citp of Angory, deſtred to ſpeak with Va- 
lentine: After ſalutations on both parts, he declared his mefſxge, 


from King Brandiffer. Valentine hearing the effect of his meſſage, 
was much amazed, and ſaid to,the Befenger., How cometh ir to 
paß, that Rrandiffer can make choiſe of all theſe valiam men, how 
became they his priſoners ?

Lady(qv.he) 
trar not, for there is noye that dares attempt any diſhonour to- 
wards your perſon. By this time all the Pagans within p Caftle 
were flain, and Valentine haſting unto the Dungeon, did b2eak ic 

open, and cryed ont aloud; All you that be alive come forth. Orſon 
Knowing his voice,repiyed : Brother you arc welcome, how came 
you hither ? Valentine ſaiy, Tam come to ſet you at liberty. At 
thele Mos, the Emperoꝛ fell into a wound, hut Orſon ſuddenly 
recovered : then came they out of. the Dungeon in ragged 
bs, -coloured faces: but the Ch2iſtians revelled foz the 
e dap in the Caffle, and Orſon falling in love with Ga- 
zy,after the death of Fezon married her, by whom he had a ſon 
mamed Orſzyr who after had the Empire at Conſtantinòple. 
- Theſe affairs being thus bꝛought to an end, a counſel mas cal⸗ 
lud what was beſt to be done; at lat chey reſolved to leave a Gar-

Being come to Paris,þ King royally feaſted them,x after deman⸗ 
ded what news of the Emperoꝛ, Valentine, Or ſon, , the reſt? Qt. 
the traitoꝛs, they were all lain in a battel at Angory, at which, 

the King waxed wond2ons ſad. After this they poyſoned the King 
« Nucn. Now little Charles was ſtill living, who (as the Gods 

would have it) happened unde: the ſafe k&ping of My llon Daugler. 

The King and Mueen-being both thus treacheroufly poyſoned, 
the two Traitoꝛs ſeemed to be exceding ſoꝛrowful, but D. Myllon 
Daugler, being a man ofa valiant and couragious ſpirit, foꝛth⸗ 
with cauſcd a counſet to be holden, wherein he would have crown- 
ed poung Charles R. of France, but Haufray and Henry bp bzibes, 
ſo toꝛrupted the Lo2ds,that Charles was held to dung.

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vnto Valentine and the twelve Peers of France. . Theſe Letters 
came firft into the hands of Valentine; who could not chuſe but 
wep at this att of Uillany; The Lozds — his tears ask⸗ 
£d the tauſe, he anſwered: K. Pepin and the Queen are dead, and as 
for Charles, the two accurſed Brothers, Haufray and Henry, have 
chaſed him out of the Countryzimpriſoned D. Myllon, and all that 
held on young Charles his ſide: theſe are the contents of theſe Let- 
ters, and the Lady that ſendeth them, requireth help to apprehend 
tkeſe Rebels. Theſe ſad tydings put them to their wits end, and 
lying between two extreams , knew not which way to take, fox 
Brandifter was daily expected with an army of many.thouſands. 
At laft Valentine ſaid: Ere tomorrow ni ht I will ſer free Duke 
Alien, or elſe my skill ſhall deceive me, at which they laughed 
heartily. Valentine departed, and with Pacolets hozſc he ſuddenly 
Arrived at Paris, where by his art he opened the Gates, and re- 
leaſed all the P2iſoners , and being ſhewed the Chamber where 
D. Mylbon was, he entred the ſame, who being faſt aflep, he awa- 
kedhimye ſaid: Sir, I am Valentine, whicham come to ſer you free. 
Then he mounted him on his Hoꝛſe, and bad him not ſprak, foꝛ he 
was to pals thꝛough the air. The P. pꝛaped him to paſs by the 
Caftie of Angier, that he might but ſee his Wife, which he did, and 
being come to the Lady ther tot, who pꝛeſently ran x kiſſed him, 
demanding of him whether he went?

aring that Brandiffer had ay jo Angory,with 
huge an Armp, reſolved to leave the ſtrong Caſtle to the guard 
of a Knight., S9the @xgpersz; Orſon; ethe Gꝛen Kt. tok ſhips 
ping.accompanied with a 190 ſguldiers-being at Sea, they ſau 
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à great fleet of ſhips coming to them: and at laſt they found it to be 
a Pagan with 1000 men, going to the ſuccour of Brandiffer: the 
Chziſtians longing to fight with the Pagans, fell upon them, fo 
that there chanced a blody battel:great valour was own on both 
ſides, but they knew not whether the vicozy would incline. - At 
laft the Pagan Admiral encountred a Ehziſtian Knight, tumbled 
him over a hip-board : Orſon ſtanding by him, grewangry, and 
taking his Axe, truck him ſtark dead.

this time . Lucar lighted on the Indian King, f ent — 
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Now the Chꝛiſtians began to retire, infomuch that they had ber 

fozced to a ſhameful flight, had not two valiant knights arrives jj 
Angory; with 700 men at arms (the which lately had come from 
the holy Sepulch:e, and ſuffered much miſcry) entred the ffely., 

Che one of them bꝛought into France the daughter of a rich Ad⸗ 

miral, called Claridine,* cauſed her to be baptized. The name of 
the one was Reynard of Province, the other, Myllon of Dyon. At 

their appꝛoach, the Pagans were much diſcomfited, foꝛ Myllon of 
Dyon, at his firſt encounter. ſmote K.Lucar ſtark dead, t at pnext, 

another R. called Rubres, which accident much amazed Brandif- 

fer. At another part of the battei ruſhed in Reynard, flew many 

ok them. Valentine wondꝛed at thefe two Knights of Chivalry, £ 

coming towards them, ſaid: Lords, you are welcome, I pray you 

what are you, or by what chance came you hither?Friend(qd. Rey- 

nard) we are Lords of Frauce, and lately come from the holy Se- 

pulchre, who hearing of theſe wars, we thought it requilite to de- 

fend you againſt the Pagans. I am called Reynard Lord of Pro- 

vince, and my companion is called Ayl of Dyon. Quoth Valen- 

tine; Once again heartily welcome, for Men Daugler is here, 
and all the Peers of France; ſo thep joyntly ruſhed afreſh into the 

Battel. All this while the Indian King had a ſpleen at Valentine 

to2 his laſt diſgrace, ⁊ finding him out, accompanied only with thi& 
other Rings, they ſo cncountred Valentine, that they did ſmite him 
and his hozſe to the ground. Being down, he quickly recovered,

Galeran being in Conſtantinople, dg= 
livered his Letters tothe Lady Belly ſant, who commanded that 
he ſhduld be highly feafted. After ward, ſhe called one to read 5 
and Valentine lying in the Yall, heard the contents thereof.

Death, haſt thou 
not one dart left to ſhoor at this poor breaſt , for ſeeing my life is 
nothing but ſorrow, I will never have other Husband, but in ſor= 
roww1ll I ſpend the reſt of my days. All this did Valentine be⸗ 
hold, which he pitysd, but fearing to be known, he buried it in ũ⸗ 
lence.
